Jnhustou impress^ u|ion Mr. Davis the necessity 
fur the trainers and Jockeys sending in their appli- 
cations for licenses as eari.v as possible. 

Becretary Davis also receivisl a letter from the 
Isiuisville passenger commltt(>e giving him Derby 
ila.v rates from all points in Kentucky. The nitf^s 
will not only cover lierby Day, but all other racing 
days of the meeting. They art^ as follows: May lU 

and 11. limit Ylay 29. one and one-third fare plus 
twenty-five cents: May 11, lierby day, one fare, 
plus twenty-five o'lits; all other da,vs fr^an the l:itli 
to the I8th inclusive, on«* and one-third fare, plus 
twenty-five cents, the limit of all these tickets being 
two days after sale.

The veter- 
inarian sahl that this and tbe rupture of a tendon 
prcciiidetl any cbani« that he wtiuld race again, but 
be thinks that tbe horse will uin^iiestiouahl.v lie saved 
for the stud. Blood fioisnuing is the only thing to 
lie feared. Trainer Carroll stated this morning that 
tbe burse would remain in his presimt quarters until 
he is able to walk awa.v. He will then be sent to 
the farm. Xo effort will be made to make a season 
with him this year. He will do bis first stud service 
in 1013. 

The exercising rider Ben Mills, who rode Worth 
in all his trials as a two-year-old, died here yester- 
day. TYalner Frank Taylor sent him home from 
Aiken. & C.. to s|iend his last days, the boy being 
affii'teil with tubi'rculosis. Floral wreaths were 
contributed to his funeral today by Miller Hender- 
son and Ed. Alvey. for both of whom the bo.v roilo 
la*foiv be Joined the Hallenbeck stable. He was 
nineteen jears old.

HORSES RECENTLY RETIRED FROM RACING 



One of the features of racing is tbe disappearance of Iiorses known today to practically all patrons of 
tile siiort and forgotten tomorrow. Few thoroughbreil.s sustain the stress of active racing for more tlian 
two three years without meeting some form of disabling accident. The evergreen veterans. King Avon- 
oale for example, are generally sprinters not called upon to endure tbe severe strain of racing over king 
distances and serve as the exceptions to tlie rule of brief service <m the race track for tlie running horse 
The year IJIIO si*enis as but yesterday, yet quite an astonishing numlier of public favorites of 
that year have been lost to racing. InvestigHtion of this matter has induced Daily Racing Form to make a 
‘■'*1 •? L .active in racing in 1919 and unheard of tialay. It is such an extensive list that it w'ill lie 
l.nliiisbed in si-cthins from time to time, following alphalietical order of names. It will be oliserved that 
all of tbei« horses raced In 1919. but not since. Possibly a few of them mav be brouglit back now and tlieii 
li.v hoiiefiil owners, but ns a rule it may be set down as assured that nearly all of them are forever done 
with contention on the race track. In the first installment, here presented, some highly distinguished names 
are included and perusal of these records cannot fall to prove Interesting:

TRACK DRIED OUT QUICKLY 



STUDENTS OF FORM MISLED BY CHANGING 
CONDITIONS AT NORFOLK. 

Coarse Was Partially Covered with Water in Morn- 
ing, bnt Dust Flies While Baces Are Being 
Ran— Bob R. Wins Principal Race. 



• Norfolk, Va., .Ypril 23. — Stirring contests were 
seen at the Jamestown Jockey t’lnb’s course this aft- 
ernoon. The finishes in a majority of instauci-s 
found the winners under hard ilrives and in suiue 
cases the. result remained in doubt until the official 
placing was displayed. In the fifth race, eight of 
the ten horses were eloselj' bunched at the sixteenth 
IHist and it was only in the final stride that Blanche 
Frances managed to get up to score. The track 
here is one of the best in the country to drj’ out 
quickly, 'rhis morning there were iiools of water 
on the inskle of tlie coarse as a result of the heavy 
rains of yesterday, but the going improved so mucli 
that the dost was flying in sinits during the ninuiiig 
of the races in the afternoon, 'lliis dw-eiveii the 
students of form, most of which based their calcula- 
tions on conditions favoring mud runners. 'Hie 
winners im-ludeil two favorites. Bob B. and Male 
Fletcher. The latter’s victory came with the mu- 
ning of tlie steeplechase, in which she beat Day Bell 
half a length. Tlie liaekers of Male Fletcher caslnsl 
their bets mainly on account of the siiiierh riding 
of Harry Stiaie.

Tliis ex- 
liresKion, however, is m>t as "‘fashionalile” lu coast 
sfiorling circles as it was a while back, and the no- 
tion that the racing at the places named which 
make up the Inter-Mountain circuit proper is of the 
«|unty fair variety has alKiiit lieeii knocketl out. 
« *****^*1. followers of the siKirt in the east 

to whom the meetings of racing out among the 
Mountains suggest half-mile tracks with 
dilapldattal fen<a‘s and overhiokt'd by sIhmIs which 
nave been desigmal by the apiieilation “grandstand,” 
tiut no conception could be more erroiit*ous. Tlie 
plants of tlie Inter-Mountain cirtruit cities 
will compare favorably with any other four in the 
country on which racing is now n-gularly conducted. 
1 h<‘y are all full mile regulation courses, wide, well 
graded and as noarl.v pc'rfeetl.v drained as is possible, 
and tlMir appointments, grandstands, stables, etc., 
leave little to be desired. Tlic Alan track, near 
Sisikane, and the laigoon plant, b»*tween Salt Lake 
and Ogden, both brand new last season, are strictly 
nKNleru and up-to-date in every way *and are uni- 
fornily liked by horsemen who have raced at old- 
fashioned tracks. There is no reason why it should 
lie otherwise. Spokane and Salt laike are not only 
two of the most attractive but as well two of Ibe 
“■’•ft thriving cities of their class in the country, 
while Butte, with something like tiO.OOO populatiim, 
has a monthly iiay roll of more than a million dol- 
lars to liven things up and to compensate for its 
lack of millionaire residents and architectural 
ix*autj'. Tliat racing lias a strong hold in tlicse 
cities is attested by the uniformlly large crowds at 
the tracks. I.aist sc.nsou, from tlie o|K-nlng at Isi- 
goon on Ilecoratiou Hay until tlie wind-up at Si>o- 
kane in October, the average daily attendance ex- 
ceeded 2.00t>, a not*' worthy showing for a season of 
120 racing days. There were as many as twenty 
Ixioks in line at the m*'*'tlngs, and the layers iium- 
bercKl somt' of th*' heaviest oiierators from the 
bl*H'k in the country. 

Tliere is every reason to believe that the <H>niing 
Bcasiin will surpass that of 1911 in the ipiality of 
the racing, in attendanc*' an*l in the volume <if ring 
busin«'S8. The reservations for stabling accoinin*Hla- 
tions at the Alan track assure that thi'rc will be a 
greatiT number and a better av*'rage class of 
h*irs*‘s racing on this circuit than in any pri'vions 
sca.son. The imiications arc that close to oOO horses 
will be quartenMl in and alxiiit the Alan track <in 
opening da.v and more are coming soon after the 
o|ieiiing. Ten staki'S, ranging in value from $1,(KJ0 
t«i $o.000, which is the guaranteed value <if the 
Ib'rhy. with daily purs*'S of not l*»ss than $1,800, 
have this year apix'aU**! to horsemen who have never 
raced in th*' Kix'ky Mountain country. Henry Mc- 
lianit'l. W. II. Kia«‘r and others who liave heretofore 
figuri'd in racing in Kentucky and (lastern t'anada 
arc already <iuarter*xl at the Idalio track, aud fur- 
ther a<xx;ssioiis are ex|K'Cled from eastern jioints. 
No race im-etings are lietter *'<induct*‘d than are 
tlios<> of the liiter-Moiintaiu circuit, aud in no sec- 
tion is racing accorded in a greater di'gr*-** the in- 
•lorsemeiit and siipiiort <if the best business ami so- 
cial elemenis of the coniiminities. There witc many 
visiting followers of the sisirt on the circuit last 
year, and the I’alifornla ilelegatkin. at least, will 1 m- 
much greater this st'ason, the delightful climatic 
conditions of the region coutrihuting in no small 
nieasurt' to this en*l. With only six racing days’ 
lay-<iir required for shipping from Spokane to Salt 
Lake City and from the IJtah city to Butte, the rac- 
ing will be practically e*intinuous to the close of the 
Aiiaeouda meeting. September 21. Then, after a 
break of two weeks on a*X'Ount of tbc Montana, 
Washington and Utah State Fairs, the seixMid me*'t- 
iiig of the Lagoon track begins Octolier 7. It wilt 
continue as lung as favorable wi'atlier (auditions 
oiitain, ami the weather In that six-tion is usually 
pleasant until the middle of November, so that, 
all told, there will be more than 150 days’ racing 
on the circuit. 

All the leading liotels and apartment houses in 
S|Kikaue, Coenr *l’.\leiie and Post Falls are rapidly 
tilling up with racing enthusiasts. It is expected 

llmt at least twenty liooks will be in line on

Tlie racing plant at Alan is twenty-two miles 
*1istant from SiHikano, one and oni'-balf miles from 
Post F'alls and six miles from Coenr d’.\lene. 

Tlie transjiortation will be ideal. Electric and 
steam railroads will convey passt'iigers from Spo- 
kaiM- to the track in thirty-five minutes.

THE KEMFTON QUEEN’S PRIZE WINNER. 

Concerning the American-bred winner of the rich 
Kemptou I’ark Que<'ii’s I’riz*', Loiid<m Sporting Lif" 
of April 12 sa.vs: “Though It is a little late in the 

day, some consideration may be given to the pi'di- 
gr*'c of Duke of Sparta II., the winner of the 
Qui'i'n’s Prize at Kemptou last Monday. The more 
so lKH:aus*' he app*'ars to lie one of the exceptions 
to the general run of American-bred horses — that is 
to say, a stayer. When, however, his p«^igrec comes 
to be examined in detail, any surprise ^casiuned bv 
bis display of stamina quickly vanishes. True, his 



sire. Dieudonnc, was renowned f<» speed rather than 
i staying power, but even in Dieudonne’s case there 
are those stout horstis Rosebery a^ Isonomy at the 
se*xmd remove. Duke of Sparta Il.’s dam was 
Jovita, a chestnut mare, bred in 1808 by Mr. J. B. 
Haggin at Rancho *l*‘l Paso, in California. She was 
by the imported Bassetlaw (son of St. Simon) out 
of .Santa Rita, by Virgfl out of Madam Dudley, by 
Lexington out of imiiorted Britannia, by Th*i Flying 
Dutchman. Jovita herself was never trained, and 
Duke of Sparta II. was her third and last produce, 
for she dit'd in 1908, the year after he was foaled. 
Santa Rita won several races In America as a two 
and three-year-old. and was the dam of useful win- 
ners. But the main point for consideration is that, 
through St. Simon, Blair Athol, and Lexingtou. 
Jovita was very likely to have aoiuiri'd the heritable 
characters that make for stamina. Duke of Sparta 
II. was offt'red for sale as a yearling in the Stati's, 
lint presumably di*! not make bis res*'rve, for thi* 
same autumn be was in the ring at Newmarket, and 
sold for 65gs only. The following year bis only 
success was gained iu a Juvi'iiile Selling Plate at 
Ali'xandra Park, and be was th*'n Ixxight in fur 
210gs. At that time he was called Donm'Z-Moi. 
Meanwhile he has made substantial progr*>s.s under 
the fostt'riiig care of his trainer, Alf. Sadler. Jr., 
and even yet we may not have seen the best of 
him.” 2

STATE RACING COMMISSION OF KENTUCKY. 

llie scale of weights adopted by the State Racing 
Commission of Kentucky Is identical with that of 
the American Turf Association, except that no 
weights are named for two-year-olds at any dis- 
tance before August, tbe restriction being that no 
two-year-oid shall compete in any all-aged race prior 
to August 1. The weight in races exciusively for 
two-year-oids is 118 pounds. 

JOCKEY CLUB JUAREZ. 

The Jockey Club Juarez has adopted the scale of 
weights of the Kentucky State Racing Commission, 
referred to in the preceding paragraph. 

STEEPLECHASE WEIGHTS. 

At the eastern tracks all steeplechase races are 
“nder the rules of the National Steeplechase 
and Hunt Association, which provides these weights:

For steeplechases of three miles and over — From 
January 1 to August 31, inclusive, four years, 143 
po^ds; five years, 155 pounds; six years and over, 
160 pounds. From September 1 to December 31, in- 
clusive,. for four years. 149 pounds; five years. 158 
pounds; six years and over, 160 pounds. 

. Fof Races— From January 1 to August 31. 

Inclusive, three years. 135 pounds; fonr years, 142 
pounds; five years, 152 pounds; six years and over, 
15b pounds. From September 1 to December 31, in- 
clusive, three years, 142 pounds; four years, 155 ' 
pounds; five years and over, 161 pounds. In races 
exclusively for three-year-olds, the weight shall be 
145 pounds. 

Except in handicaps and in races where the 
weights are fixed absolutely in the conditions, mares 
shall be allowed five pounds before September 1, 
and three pounds afterward. Goldings shall be al- 
lowed three pounds. 

..For races on the flat under Hunt Club auspices, 
the scale of weights adopted by the Jockey Club 
shall govern and In respect of such races welter 
weights shall be 28 pounds above the weight for 
age.

Jingliug Geordie 
was the favorite at 11 to 10 and since that race 
has further distinguished Iiimsidf hy winning the 
(''raven Stakes at Newmarket last week with Ap- 
prentice second. Ilwtor third ami the 6 to 4 favor- 
ite. Lord Roseber.v’s Clodius unplaced. Last .year 
mneh was expected of Jingling Geordh*. which he 
failed to meet, but lu* seonis to have gone on in tlie 
right way and ma.v make amends as a threi*-y car-old 
for tlie disapiiointineiits lie gave his owner as a two- 
year-old. In ls‘atiiig Sereuader he vaiupiished a 
proveil gno<l one. Of his api>earance aud race, Lon- 
don Sftorling Life said; 

“Jingling Geordie was (|ulte tlie swell of the 
part.v in the padd<H-k liefore tlie Grei-nhain Stakes.
